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ERIZABETHAN & JACOBEAN POETRY, 1558-1625. 


The reigns of Queen Elizabeth and James 1st are in literature linked inseparably 
together. To take the date of Queen Elizabeth's death, 1603, as a dwiding line 
would be particularly inconvenient, dividing as it does the epoch of Shakespeare 
and Ben Jonson in a meaningless way. 

The literature of this magnificent period, in its pride of mien and audacity of 
purpose, seems to support the prerogative of the English Crown. It 1s the literature 
of a nation that has just awakened to a sense of its strength, its tsolation, its almost 
insupportable inward pertinacity. With the sudden development of political inde- 
pendence, there came an apprehension of the necessity of intellectual and spiritual 
cultivation. Even in the grossest and most turbid of the Elizabethans, we find 
abundance of that energy and intensity which are the signe of life and youth, and 
their faults are those out of which a great nation grows into serenity, and strength.

Gascoigne possesses full claims to originality, not only as being one of our 
earliest satirists, but also as being one of the earliest writers of blank verse in all 
language. 


The ‘‘ Steele Glas ’’ is a clever satire written in blank verse, and presents us 
with a sensible and sarcastic picture of the manners, habits, and vices of the age. 
It is much praised by Chalmers, who says: ‘‘ There is a vein of sly sarcasm in this 
piece, which appears to me to be original: and his intimate knowledge of mankind, 
acquired indeed at the expense probably of health, and certainly of comfort and 
independence, enabled him to give a more curious picture of the dress, manners, 
amusements, and follies of the time, than we meet with in almost any other author.’’

The King, in the preface to his ‘‘ Daemonologie,’’ speaks of ‘‘ one called Scot, an 
Englishman, who is not ashamed in publike print to denie that there can be such 
a thing as witchcraft.”’ 

Staunton describes it as a work ‘‘ Shakespeare was undoubtedly well read in.”’ 
Drake (‘‘ Shakespeare and his Times ’’) comments freely on the frequent use made 
of Scot by Shakespeare. Amongst other illustrations he points to the fixing of an 
‘“ass’s nowl ”’ of Bottom’s head, the idea of which is certainly derived from Scot 
(see page 315 of this edition). 


Douce, in his “ Illustrations of Shakespeare,’’ cites it in his notes on The 
Tempest, Twelfth Night, A Midsummer Night’s Dream, Love’s Labours Lost, Mac- 
beth, King Henry IV, Part I, King Henry VI, Part I, and Hamlet.

Sidney’s sister, 
the Countess of Pembroke, subsequently discovered the draft of the continuation, 
forming the conclusion of the Third Book, with the succeeding Fourth and Fifth 
Books, and she accordingly published this, the Second Edition, ‘‘ Augmented and 
Ended,’’ and it is this edition upon which all later editions are based. 

The ‘‘ Countesse of Pembrokes Arcadia ”’ is Sir Philip Sidney’s most famous 
prose romance. It was written in 1580, or thereabouts, for the especial delectation 
of his sister, Mary Herbert, Countess of Pembroke, and her céterie at ‘‘ delicious 
Penshurst.’’ It abounds with marvellous adventures, rainbow descriptions, pastoral 
scenes filled with nobles and countrymen, and stately kings and queens, all products 
of a brain inflamed with youthful theories and love-fancies. 

‘‘ Sidney’s sister, Pembroke’s mother,’’ collaborated with him and suggested 
the composition of the ‘‘ Arcadia.’’ She is the ‘‘ Urania ’’ of Spenser’s ‘‘ Colin 
Clout.’”’

He dedicates it in verse to the Earl of 
Leicester. Few books were more widely read in Shakespeare’s day, hence its 
scarcity in perfect state. Prospero’s great speech renouncing his practice of 
magical art in ‘‘ The Tempest ’’ is derived from Medea’s invocation in this trans- 
lation and Golding’s phraseology constantly reappears in Shakespeare’s pages.

The description 
of Christmas at commencement and the majority of the Stage directions are 
omitted, but it has two extra paragraphs, and there are certain slight differences 
in the text, and the Manuscript uses the earlier form of spelling. 

In this ‘‘ Christmas Masque ”’ of Ben Jonson occurs an interesting reference 
to two of the original performers of Shakespeare Characters, namely, RicHARD 
Bursace, who took the title part in Hamlet, King Lear and Othello; and Joun 
HermmMincr, who is said to have been the original Falstaff.

The 
play is chiefly remarkable for the buffoonery in which the disguised king and his 
companion, ‘‘ Black Will,’’ indulge when seeking nocturnal adventures in the city 
of London, and for the rough jesting of two fools, William Summers and Cardinal 
Wolsey’s fool Patch. Fletcher and Shakespeare possibly owed something to Row- 
ley’s effort when preparing their own play of ‘‘ Henry VIII.’’ Rowley’s title 
doubtless suggested that of Thomas Heywood’s ‘“‘ If you know not me, you know 
nobody.’’ (1605-6).

Among 
other things, he translated for the amusement of the ladies of the court the story 
of Giocondo, from the twenty-eighth book of Ariosto’s ‘‘ Orlando Furioso,’’ and 
his translation was handed about in manuscript till it fell into the hands of the 
queen. She reprimanded Harington for corrupting the morals of her ladies by 
translating the least seemly part of Ariosto’s work, and ordered him as a punish- ” 
ment to leave the court for his country house till he had made a translation of the 
whole. ‘To this we owe the translation of the ‘‘ Orlando Furioso,’’? which was first 
published in folio in 1591, and reissued in 1607 and 1634. It is written in the same 
stanza as the original, and is easy and flowing. It is rather a paraphrase than a 
translation. As a preface to it Harington wrote ‘‘ An Apologie of Poetrie,’’ an 
essay in criticism which resembles Sir Philip Sidney’s treatise of the same name.

The first part is dedicated to 
Sir Roger Townshend, the patron of Phineas’s brother Giles, and has commendatory 
verse by S. Collins. The second is dedicated to Lady Townshend and has prefatory 
verse by H. M., perhaps Henry More. The poem is a sustained attack on Roman 
Catholicism, and the English version is said to have suggested to Milton his im- 
mortal work of ‘‘ Paradise Lost.’’ 


Fletcher’s ‘‘ Purple Island ”’ is cited by Dyce in his edition of ‘‘ The Tem- 
pest.’”? Drake (‘‘ Shakespeare and his Times,’’ pages 622, 623), says that, although 
not published until 1633, these poems were certainly written before 1610. 


It is written in twelve cantos of seven-line stanzas, and is an_ elaborate 
allegorical description of the human body, and of the vices and virtues to which 
man is subject. There are many anatomical notes in prose. The body is repre- 
sented as an island, of which the bones stand for the foundation, the veins for 
brooks, and so forth in minute detail. Fletcher imitates the ‘‘ Faery Queene.”’ 
Quarles calls him ‘‘ the Spencer of this age,’’? and Fletcher eulogises his master in 
canto vi, stanzas 51-2.

It is difficult to mark out with accuracy the Caroline from the Jacobean poets, 
who, again, overlap with the Elizabethan poets, but the distinction 1s nevertheless very 
great. From. Shakespeare to Miulton—from Elizabeth to Cromwell—the parallelism 
of the two changes at once suggests the influence exercised upon literature by the 
external forces which control the religious and political life of the time. The Eliza- 
bethan age in England showed an energy as intense as that of Athens, displaying 
itself in a far wider field. With the accession of Charles I, England no longer 
confronted the world in arms, but was called on to work iut her own domestic 
problems at home. Puritanism, which had furnished to the Elizabethan one of the 
phenomena of which he had to take account, threatened in the reign of Charles to 
absorb all others. The aims of the Puritans were of necessity individualistic. They 
sought to strengthen and purify the soul rather than to increase the power of their 
country or to spread its influence abroad, and this individualistic tendency was 
favourable to the production of work that has lived, however much it differed in 
substance from the productions of the preceding age. The poetry of the second and 
third quarters of the seventeenth century is remarkable for its panegyrics on indt- 
vidual personages, of which Milton’s “ Lycidas”’ furnishes an early and perhaps the 
best example. The tendency to tdealise individuals was not of any sect or party. 
It is to be found as strongly on the Royalist as on the Parliamentary side—with this 
difference, that whereas Royalists preferred to make woman the theme of their 
verse, the Parliamentarians preferred to dwell on the heroism and virtue of men.

This poem, which we believe is unpublished, is undoubtedly the finest Elegy 
composed by this famous poet, and for beauty and expression will rank as one of 
the greatest poems of the early part of the 17th century. 

It is written in two hands, the first two pages being in the Elizabethan style 
of writing, and the remainder in the Italian style of writing, but the whole poem 
is evidently written by the same person, as on the last page the Elizabethan hand 
is again adopted for certain words. 

We have been comparing the writing with a letter of Falkland’s written at a 
much later period, and find that there are a number of similarities, so we are 
inclined to the belief that the Manuscript is in the hand of Falkland.

Shakespeare is supposed to have drawn the plot or 
dramatic framework for his play ‘“‘ The Taming of the Shrew ’”’ from a comedy 
called ‘“‘ The Taming of A Shrew,”’ first produced in 1594. In the above Broadside 
the title has been taken from the original piece, having ‘‘ A”’ instead of “‘ The’ “ 
in the wording. 


James O. Halliwell, in his Introduction to ‘‘ The Taming of the Shrew ”’ in 
his monumental Edition of Shakespeare’s Works, actually mentions this Broadside, 
and it may be presumed that the copy he saw is identical with the above. Halliwell, 
after mentioning the existence of this rare piece, goes on to say: “ The dramatic 
and literary merit of the ‘ Taming of The Shrew’ can only be correctly estimated 
by bearing in mind the manners and tendencies of the age in which it was written. 
Ii must be recollected that the power of gentleness, its efficiency greater than force, 
moving to accomplish the same influence, is a truth barely yet recognised in its 
fulness. Shakespeare was one of the few writers of his time that appreciated this 
moral law.’? Etc. This spirit of gentleness so well expounded by Shakespeare is 
fully represented in the above Broadside, and parallels may be drawn between the 
two, pointing to the fact that the author of the Boardside verses must have been 
well acquainted with Shakespeare’s Play. Quoting from Shakespeare :—

Though the greatest writer of his generation—Multon—strove with all the 
energy of despair to support the falling fabric of republicanism, to no section of the 
community was the restoration of Charles II more welcome than to men of letters. 
An immediate result of the Restoration was the revival of the drama. For nearly 
eighteen years the acting of plays had been prohibited, but at the Restoration 
permission was given for the establishment of two theatrical companies—the King’s 
(under Thomas Killigrew) and the Duke’s (under Sir William D’Avenant). In 
the Restoration drama ts reflected the dissolute manners of the court. The inevitable 
reaction against Puritanism had set in strongly, sweeping away the restraints pre- 
scribed by decency and good taste. In both dramatic and non-dramatic poetry 
Dryden established his supremacy, a supremacy which was maintained throughout 
the later years of the seventeenth century.

‘The poem, which’ possesses considerable merit, was edited by Izaak Walton, 
whose preface is dated 7 May, 1678, though the work was not published till five 
years later, when the editor was ninety years old. In the ‘ Compleat Angler,’ 
published thirty years before, there occur two songs—‘ O, the sweet contentment,’ 
and ‘ U, the gallant fisher’s life ’—signed ‘ Io Chalkhill.’ So meagre were the facts 
known of the author of ‘ Thelma and Clearchus ’ until a comparatively recent period 
that the Rev. Samuel W. Singer, in the introduction to a reprint of the poem 
issued trom the Chiswick Press in 1820, advanced from the theory, afterwards 
adopted by a writer in the ‘ Retrospective Review,’ that Walton was its author as 
well as its editor, and that Chalkhill was altogether ‘ a fictitious personage.’

He became a Benedictine monk 
at Douay for some time, and was sent as a missionary to England, where, after 
about a year, he returned to the Protestant religion, was ordained, and through 
the intervention of the Archbishop of Canterbury, was presented, in 1635, to the 
small living of Poling, near Arundel. During his incumbency he was much annoyed 
by the Roman Catholics in Arundel, who lost no opportunity of slandering him or 
holding him up to ridicule before his parishioners, they aftirming that his change 
of creed was in “‘ order to gain a wife ”’ and that ‘‘ he had run away with the wite 
of the man with whom he lodged.’’ During the Civil War he went over to Paris 
and again joimed the Koman Church, and made it his business to rail at Protes- 
tantism. Returning to Kngland, he joined the Independents, and Dodd’s ‘‘ Church 
History ’’ records that ‘‘ he played his pulpit pranks according to the humour of 
the time, and became a mere mountebank of religion.’? Towards the latter part of 
his life he became very serious, and, in company with his wife, embraced Catholicism 
tor a third time. Wood, who was intimately acquainted with him, says, ‘‘ that 
he was a tantastical man that changed his mind with his clothes, and that for 


his juggles and tricks in matters of religion he was esteemed a_ theological 
mountebank,’’—(D.N.B.).

The name “ Augustan”’ is derived from that of Augustus, first Roman 
Emperor. Horace, Virgil, Ovid, Propertius, Tibullus, and Livy were the glory of his 
“ Augustan Age,” as Pope, Prior, Gay, Addison, Defoe, and Swift were the literary 
geniuses of the Age of Queen Anne. 


In poetry the Augustan Age consummated the effort after orderliness and 
correctness which followed as a natural reaction upon the licentious degeneracy of 
Elizabethan vigour. Of that consummation Pope was of course the grand agent, 
and his influence is seen in all the minor poets, from Gay and Parnell down to 
Fenton and Broome.

John Theophilus Desaguliers (1683-1744), natural philosopher, was the son of 
Jean Desaguliers, pastor of a protestant congregation at Aitré. On the revocation 
of the edict of Nantes in 1685 his father fled to England, bringing his young son 
with him. Desaguliers became a great lecturer on hydrostatics, optics, and 
mechanics, the first to deliver lectures on learned subjects to the general public. 
His lectures were attended by the most learned men of the day, and were made 
interesting by skilful experiments. His lectures in Holland were equally successful. 


The above publication was compiled jointly with J. Anderson and forms a part 
of Kenny’s Masonic Archaeological Library. Desaguliers also contributed a vast 
number of scientific papers on light, colour, variations of the barometer, etc., to the

Although the accession of the Hanoverian dynasty made no very serious break 


in our history, notable changes and signs of greater change to come manifested 
themselves in English literature. 


Most important is what is known as the return to nature, the revival of interest 
in the poetry of natural description: the gradual transition from the poetry of formal 
culture, of critical disquisition, of philosophical reflection, to the poetry of emotion, 
of spontaneous joy in life and passion and beauty. 


Another very noteworthy feature of this period is the way in which, while a 
vernacular Scottish revival was in progress at home, Scotsmen came to the front in 
English literature, in poetry, novel writing, political and economic thought, and even 
literary criticism.

A very interesting volume of Original Poems by and entirely in the autograph 
of the great Sir Wiliam Blackstone. 

In the year 1736, when the volume commences, Sir William was at school at 
Charterhouse, which he left in 1738 for Oxford. At that time he was the head of 
the school, and had gained a gold medal for some verses on Milton. In the Dic- 
tionary of National Biography, we read: —‘‘ At Pembroke College, which he entered 
at the age of fifteen, his studies were chiefly in classical learning. Among his 
contemporaries was Shenstone, the poet; and doubtless at this time were written 
most of the ‘ originals and translations ’’ which he is said to have afterwards 
collected in an unpublished volume.’’ 

This is the volume referred to in the Dictionary of National Biography, which 
has only just been discovered among the family Papers. 

The last poem in the volume is one which has been printed (in part), and Sir 
Edmund Gosse, in his ‘‘ History of Eighteenth Century Literature,’’ writes :— 

‘‘ His copy of octosyllabics, entitled ‘ The Lawyer’s Farewell to his Muse,’ is 
one of the best minor poems of the time, and suggests that so skilful a versifier 
might have taken his place with the professional lyrists.”’ 

In the Poem, Blackstone mentions Shakespeare : — 

‘‘ Shakespeare no more, thy Sylvan Son, 
Nor all ye Art of Addison, 
Pope’s heav’n strung Lyre, nor Waller’s Ease, 
Nor Milton’s mighty self must please:

Thomas Muir (1765-1798), parliamentary reformer, was in 1793 sentenced to 
fourteen years’ transportation to Botany Bay for exciting a spirit of disloyalty and 
disaffection, of recommending Paine’s ‘‘ Rights of Main,’”’ of distributing seditious 
writings, etc. His case excited sympathy in the United States, and a ship was 
sent from New York to rescue him. This was effected on Feb. 11, 1796. After a 
variety of adventures, shipwreck in Nootka Sound, captivity among the American 
Indians, hospitable treatment in Mexico, and imprisonment at Havannah, Muir 
was sent in a Spanish frigate to Cadiz. The frigate was attacked by two English 
vessels and Muir severely wounded, which wound finally proved fatal, and he died 
at Chantilly 27 Sept., 1798. Henry Erskine, to whom the above poetical epistle is 
addressed, was lord advocate of Scotland, and was to have defended Muir at his. 
trial, but the latter would not give him a free hand, so he declined the case.

In the address ‘‘ To the Christian Reader ’’ he writes: ‘‘ Shackspeers Plais 
are printed on the best crowne paper, far better than most Bibles.”’ 

Prynne was only thirty-three when, in 1633, he published his Histriomastix ; 
or, the Player’s Scourge. His labour had taken him seven years, nor was it the 
first work of his that had attracted the notice of authority. In a thousand closely 
printed pages, he argued, by an appeal to fifty-five councils, seventy-one fathers and 
Christian writers, one hundred and fifty Protestant and Catholic authors, and forty 
heathenish, that plays were ‘‘ intolerable mischiefs to churches, to republics, to the 
manners, minds, and souls of men.”’ Little as we think so now, this opinion, which 
was afterwards also Defoe’s, was not without justification in those days. But 
Prynne’s crusade did not stop at theatres ; and Heylin’s account reveals the feeling of 
contemporaries : ‘‘Neither the hospitality of the gentry in the time of Christmas, nor 
the music in cathedrals and the chapels royal, nor the pomps and gallantries of the 
Court, nor the Queen’s harmless recreations, nor the King’s solacing himself some- 
times in masques and dances, could escape the venom of his pen. He seemed to 
breathe nothing but disgrace to the nation, infamy to the Church, reproaches to 
the Court, dishonour to the Queen.’’ For his remarks against female actors were 
thought to be aimed at Henrietta Maria, though the pastoral in which she took part 
was posterior by six weeks to the publication of the book! The four legal societies 
‘‘ presented their Majesties with a pompous and magnificent masque, to let them 
see that Prynne’s leaven had not scoured them all, and that they were not poisoned 
with the same infection.” 

This surely might have been enough; but by the time the matter had come 
before the Star Chamber, Laud had succeeded Abbot (with whom Prynne was on 
friendly terms) as Archbishop of Canterbury (August, 1633); and Laud. was in 
favour of rigorous measures. So was Lord Dorset, and Lord Cottington, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, whose judgment is of importance as showing that this was really 
et pe occasion when the hangman’s services were called in aid of the suppression 
of books : — 

f ‘I do in the first place begin censure with his book. I condemn it to be burnt 
in the most public manner that can be. The manner in other countries is (where 
such books are) to be burnt by the hangman, though not used in England (yet I

wish it may, in respect of the strangeness and heinousness of the matter contained 
in it) to have a strange manner of burning; therefore, I shall desire it may be so 
burnt by the hand of the hangman. [If it may agree with the Court, I do adjudge 
Mr. Prynne to be put from the Bar, and to be for ever uncapable of his profession. 
I do adjudge him, my Lords, that the Society of Lincoln’s Inn do put him out of 
the Society ; and because he had his offspring from Oxford ’’ (now with a low voice, 
said the Archbishop of Canterbury, ‘‘ 1 am sorry that ever Oxford bred such an 
evil member ’’) ‘‘ there to be degraded. And I do condemn Mr. Prynne to stand 
in the pillory in two places, in Westminster and Cheapside, and that he shall lose 
both his ears, one in each place; and with a paper on his head declaring how foul 
an offence it is, viz., that it is for an infamous libel against both their Majesties, 
State, and Government. And, lastly (nay, not lastly), I do condemn him in £5,000 
fine to the King. And, lastly, perpetual imprisonment.”’
